BEST ASSURES 


PEACE, ASSERTS 
COL, L, LAMPERT 


•Perpetual peace is about as dis- 
tant in human evolution as per- 
jpetual motion in physical science, 
and the patent office is just as full 
of solutions for Hie latter as the 
country is full of hairbrained peace 
plans. 
What we can do is to cease 
dodging the (war) issue, recognize 
this problem for what it is and mus­ 
ter the same hard common sense 
and intelligence against it that we 
do against disease, famine, fire, flood 
and insects,” declared Colonel Lester 
L 
Lam|>ert, professor of military 
science and tactics at Gettysburg 
college, in a radio address today. 
“War tops the scourges with which 
Hie human race is afflicted, but no 
amount of wishful thinking will 
eradicate it any more than it will 
drive a horde of locusts from a field 
of grain," continued the local Army 
officer. 
Com bat Other Enemies 
“We reduce the destruction caused 
by floods by building containing 
dams, dikes and discouraging set­ 
tlements in hazardous areas; but we 
also stand by with the necessary 
trained personnel and equipment to 
combat the disaster. We remove fire 
hazards but we also have a trained 
fire department. 
Medical science 
teaches preventive medicine, sani­ 
tation, hygiene, danger of exposure 
etc . but at the same time stands 
by w-ith the necessary trained per­ 
sonnel 
and 
equipment 
to 
war 
against disease 
The same common 
sense procedure is necessary if we 
want to get anywhere with this 
scourge of war. 
“George Washington once wrote 
that if we had formed a permanent 
army in the beginning we never 
should have had to retreat with a 
handful of men across the Delaware 
in 1776 . . . and we should not have 
had to remain all the succeeding 
winter at their mercy . . . and we 
should not have been under the 
j necessity of fighting Brandywine 
! with an unequal number of raw 
I troops and afterwards see Philadel- 
; phia fall prey to a victorious enemy 
. . . and we should not have been at 
Valley Forge with less than half the 


J force of the enemy, destitute of 
I everything in a situation neither to 
resist or retire. . . . He who builds 
upon patriotism as a sufficient basis 
for conducting a long and bloody 
war will find himself deceived in the 
end.’ 
“In the world war some people ob­ 
served that something besides pa­ 
triotism and a squirrel rifle was 
needed for a modern soldier's train­ 
ing and equipment. Yet, on the eve 
of our entry in the world war. a 
great contemporary American states­ 
man assured our people ’A million 
men will spring to arms overnight.’ 
“In spite of our heroic though 
i tardy efforts to prepare for that 
conflict it was more than a year 
alter our declaration of war that an 
American army was seen on Hie 
front, and many of our American 
youth, committed to battle, scarcely
